Jordan's King Hussein last 
night made clear that he wil) not 
join the Israel-Egyptian peace 
dialogue until Israel gives ἃ con- 
eréte commitment to a total 
withdrawal to the pre-1967 fron- 
tiers and to self-determination 
for the Palestinians.

Dayan moots self-rule 
even before peace pact 


By JOSHUA BRILLIANT 
derusalem Post Political Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan suggested on Friday 
that Israel unilaterally grant self- 
rule to the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, even if the peace negotiations 

remain stalled. 

Cabinet ministers reacted 
cautiously to this proposal. The 
mayors of Gaza and Bethlehem re- 
jected it outright. 

Dayan, speaking at the Forum for 
Political and Social Clarification in 


the Ramat Aviv Hotel here, said that | 


his proposal is designed to give the 
Arabs freedom to run their affairs as 
long as it does not harm Israel's 
security. 


Israel does not want to be an oc-, 


cupation force over the 600,000- 
600,000 West Bankers and the 400,000 
Gaza Strip residents, Dayan said. 
“We want to abolish the military 
government and find some kind of a 
framework which will meet our basic 
security and ideologica] needs,” he 


“The security need means existence 
of military camps in the territories 
and arrangements against 
terrorism. The need “refers to the 
fact that we are not strangers to 
Judea and Samaria," he said. 

The Arabs should therefore be 
allowed to run their own education, 
agriculture, health and other 


systems, Dayan said, Israel should 
offer assistance, telling them: ‘You 
want the Ministry of Agriculture's 
aid? We'll help you giadly. 

“But if they don't want it — let 
them grow their sesame seed .., and 
that's that,” he said. The same at- 
titude should be applied to extending 
Hadassah Hospital and Kupat Holim 
aid, for example, he added. 

Parts of Israe}'s proposal for self- 
rule require agreement with the 
Arabs, he said. In obvious reference 
to several sections in the 
government's 26-point proposal 
which calls for cooperation with Jor- 
dan and the election of an 11-member 
administrative council, Dayan add- 
ed, ‘We can't force elections ... but 
what we can do is alter basically — if 
not abolish — the military 
government's rule.” 

The Arabs would then have more 
freedom than they had under Ot- 
toman rule, the British Mandate, 
Jordanian rule, or the Israel military 
government, Dayan said. 

Dayan pointed to the Allenby and

USSR to set up ‘air bridge’ to Syria 


BEIRUT (UPI). — The Soviet Union 
will put its weight behind Syria in 
case of Iargeli attack and has agreed 
te establish an “‘airbridge” to meet 
Syria's defence needs, the inter- 
national edition of, the newspaper 
“‘An-Nahar" said yesterday. 

The Soviets have also agreed to 
start supplying Syria with highly 
sophisticated military hardware, in- 
cluding advanced warplanes, tanks 
and a missile network to cover all of 
Syria, the newspaper said. 

“The Soviets agreed to airlift 
sophisticated weapons to Syria in the 
event of an Israeli attack... The air- 
lift is over and above the weapons 
Syria is to get now," the newspaper 
said. 

The defence deal was worked out 
at a meeting last month between 
Syrian President Hafez Assad and 
Kremlin jeaders. The visit was 
followed by a trip to Moscow by 
Syrian Chief of Staff Gen. Hikmat 
Shehabi. 

The Soviets have been Syria's 
main military suppliers and the dec!- 


sion to increase military aid stemm- 
ed from Syria's determination to 
strengthen itself following Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat's visit to 
Jerusalem and peace overtures 
toward Israel, political sources said, 

The ‘‘An-Nahar" account of the 
Syrian-Soviet deal was heavily cen- 
sored by the Lebanese authorities, 
but according to the published sec- 
tions the Syrians will soon start 
receiving the first shipment in a 
multi-phase operation. 

“An-Nehar" said the Soviets will 
first start supplying Syria with a 
network of highly sophisticated anti- 
aircraft missiles and modern radar 
to cover the whole of Syria. 

Under the terms of the agreement, 
the Soviets will also give Syria other 
sophisticated weaponry, ‘‘most 
probably 
warplanes — a more highly 
developed version of the MIG-23,"" 
the newspaper said.

White House aide Mark Siege! said 
the other day, during an important 
address before the Young

White House officials believe that 
the West Bank-Gaza Strip question is 
critical to the negotiations. Despite 
differences between Israe] and 
Egypt over-the Rafiah area and two 
Israeli airbases in Sinai, these of- 
ficlala believe that the Sinai 
questions can be resolved relatively 
quickly — once Israel, Egypt and 
Jordan have reached some agree- 
ment on the Palestinian-related 
questions. 

Israel strongly opposes the con- 
cept of a referendum, fearful that 
even such a lmited form of seif- 
determination for the Palestinian 
Arabs might result in a new Palesti- 
nian state. Thia was articulated in 
the Isracl cabinet’s tough com- 
munique issued on February 21. 
which eriticized Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance's assertion that “there 
should be a homeland for the 


Palestinians and that it should be 
linked-to Jordan." 

The cabinet responded this way: 
“Whatever the theoretical assump- 
tions and interpretations, there is ab- 
solutely no doubt that this plan would 
lead in reality and unavoidably to 
the establishment of ἃ Palestinian 
state ruled by the terrorist 
organizations as a front-line 
spearhead of ἃ potential military 
alignment of Jordan, Syria, Saudi 
Arabia and Iraq.” 

This absolute refusal to accept a 
Jordan-linked Palestinian homeland 
greatly angered the White House and 
the State Department. No one in the 
administration here believes that 
peace is possible without Israel's 
giving up military control of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip 
somewhere down the road. Siegel 
said it bluntly in his UJA address: 
“Israel cannot expect ‘to live in 
peace with Jordan: and with the

on Iki island off Kyushu captured 
and clubbed to death about 1,000 
dolphins, whom they said they were 
“teaching a lesson” for eating their 
fish stocks.

islanders, determined to kill what . 


they call the “gangsters of the sea," 


hurriedly set out fn 200 of their 500 
boats. 

Hammering on iron pipes which 
they lowered into the water, they 
managed to scare the dolphins into a 
corner of Iki's narrow harbour and 
lowered a catch net to seal the 
dolphins’ escape route. 

But shortly before the enclosure 


‘was completed, Matsushima said, 


the dolphins escaped, diving deeper 
than the net. 
The Iki fishermen have kilied 


‘dolphins for the last 10 years, Mat-

dolphins cut their February catches 
of cuttlefish from 50,000 cases to only

counterfeit case 


NEW YORK (AP). — A man said to 
be a “broker" for narcotics from his 
native Israel waa charged on Friday 
with possessing and trying to sell to 
an undercover agent $500,000 in 
counterfeit $100 bills. 

Shmuel Nagar, 48, ἃ naturalized 
U.S. citizen from Israel who lives in 
the Howard Beach section of Queens, 
was accused in U.S. District Court in 
Brooklyn of having obtained the 
money from unnamed organized 
crime figures in New Jersey. 

He was arrested on a complaint by 
the U.S. Secret Service, which said 
he had negotiatied the sale of $512,-

Galil! believes these Beduin have 
realized that these are the only areas 
in the Negev where they can live 
without fear of being removed by the 
eivilian authorities. The army, Galil 
said, has done very little about the 
problem. 


Sinai Beduin reported living 
in Negev military firing areas 
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Galili said there are dozens of Be- 
duin_ families living in these firing 
ranges who have brought with them 
from Sinai some 10,000 head of 
livestock. It {s illegal for the Beduin 
to cross the international border and 
to bring animals with them.

Under the terms of the agreement, 
Mexico wil] provide oil industry 
technology and service to Israel, as 
well as sulfur at Mediterranean 
region prices. 

Israel, Mexico's second largest oi] 
customer after the U.S.. will sell 
Mexico 160,000 tons annually of 
phosphates — an important fertilizer 
ingredient. 

Officials also discussed the 
possibility of joint efforts in quality- 
contro! standards of their products, 
industrial cooperation and joint in- 
vestment in fertilizer production 


plants. 

During the meeting, Israeli of- 
ficlals offered Mexico technology to 
dye textiles by computer, 
professiona! technological training, 
chemical and electrical products, 
advanced medical equipment, solar 
energy technology and assistance 
with Mexico's fishing industry. 

A major proposal of the agreement 
Is “triangular cooperation,” by 
which Israel will help Mexico's trade 
with Europe while Mexico works to 
encourage Israeli commerce with 
the U.S. and Central America.

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Big Ethiopian offensive 
expected in Ogaden soon 


NAIROEI. — Ethiopia is expected to 
launch the world's largest military 
offensive since the end of the Viet- 
nam war in the next two weeks 
against Somali forces in the Ogaden 
desert. diplomatic sources said 
yesterday. 

Ethiopian strongman Mengistu 
Haile Mariam predicted his troops 
will steamroller the Somalis back to 
their own borders in 8 military rout. 

Independent military observers 
agree that, backed by the full might 
of the Soviet Union and 11,000 Cuban 
combat troops, it is only a matter of 
time before the Ethiopians seize 
back the bulk of the Ogaden, a vast 
semi-arid region the size of Great 
Britain. 

These observers say the 
Ethiopians probably will achieve 
their major objective of driving the 
Somalis from the northern Ogaden 
and reaching the Somali border by 
late spring. 

However, they predict that a 

ic guerrilla war will probably 
continue in the vast wastes of the 
southern Ogaden for several years. 

After being routed by a mrprine, 
Somali blitzkrieg which 
July 28 last year, and rolied back to 
the fringes of the Ogaden, the 
Ethiopians last autumn rallied 
around the two northern towns of 
Dire Dawa and Harar. 

Since then the Ethiopian high com- 
mand, which at one point seemed 
only a step away from total dis- 
integration, has built up a massive 
army of some 120,000 regular troops 
and militia. 

Some of the 11,000 Cuban 
are engaged in combat roles, and the 
war js being directed by 8 three-star 
Soviet genera] in the Ethiopian 
capital of Addis Ababa and by three 
Russian major-generals near the 
front-lines in Harar, according to 
American intelligence reports. 

The Ethiopians, renowned as some 
of the toughest fighters in Africa, 
since last autumn have also received 
nearly $1b. worth of Soviet 
weaponry, including nearly 200 new 
tanks and 50 Mig fighter planes. 


After a limited probing offensive 
against Somali positions around Dire 
Dawa and Harar which begen in late 
January, diplomatic sources in East 
African capitals say they now expect 
Ethiopia to launch its major jugger- 
naut within the next two weeks In the 
northern Ogaden. 

The diplomatic sources say the 
forthcoming offensive is Hkely to he 
larger than any military campaign 
since the Vietnam war. 

They predict the Ethiopians will 
sweep through and behind the moun- 
taing in the northern Ogaden, cap- 
ture the Somali-held town of Jifiga 
and rush for the border within a 
matter of months. 

Still unclear to most observers is 
whether the estimated 30,000 
Somalis in the Ogaden will stand and 
fight a pitched battle ggainst 
overwhelming numbers and 
firepower and an Ethiopian 
ae force with total mastery of the 
skies. 

Most likely the Somalis will fight a. 
series of bitter retreating actions in 
the north while keeping their units 
intact. 

In the vast spaces of the south they 
can be expected to revert td 
widespread guerrilla tactics and to 
keep the conflict simmering for 
several years. 

In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment said on Friday that the Soviet- 
Cuban intervention.in-the Horn of 
Africa poses a possible military 
threat to vital U.S. and European oll 
supply lines. 

“The introduction of Soviet and 
Cuban forces into Ethiopia, eapectal- 
ly in such magnitude, has inevitably 
introduced superpower strategic 
considerations into what would 
otherwise be almost entirely an 
African question,” the department 
said in a statement. 

“These strategic considerations 
are made more salient by the size, 
importance and location of Ethiopia, 
with its position near oil and trade 
routes of great importance to the 
U.8., our NATO allies and our Mid- 
die Eastern friends,”

The mediators would be 
well advised to go instead directly to 
the issue of the West Bank (or Judea 
and Samaria, or the Palestinian 
question) and concentrate on what 
Israel can obtain from Egypt on this 
score, now that Egypt knows what it 
can ultimately get from Israel in 
Sinai. 


In so doing the Americans should 
not seek a commitment from Egypt 
to support a detailed plan, as Begin

The 
showers of shellfire affected each 
student differently, he said. ‘‘Some 
would do things that would be crazy 
under any other circumstances...like 
dash through sniper fire juat to get a 
bottle of Pepsi, if they could find 
one...Others would study like hell. 
Others would lock themselves in 
their rooms and pretend to study. 

“But the truth is, there were only 
three things people of our age could 
do during.the war: go down in the 
streets and fight, stay home and do 
nothing but wait for the next shell to 
hit, or study. 

“Lots of people chose studying. 
And that’s the way a Jot feel now. 
They want to study.”

Share index gains over 5%, 
good summer market seen 


TEL AVIV. — One week age all but a 
few stalwarts had practically 
written off the share segment of the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange 85 a viable 
form of investment. 

%n the very: short span of five 
trading sessions, on onassuming tur- 
novers, individua] shares gained by 
as much as 30 per cent while the 
General Share Index (85 published 
by the Central Bureau of Statistics) 
advanced by more than 5 per cent. 
Perhaps more impressive was that 
the move was achieved at a time 
when the Bank of Israel was floating 
new issues of optional loan bonds 
with index-foreign currency options. 


In the past two months, whenever 
shares advanced for one or more 
sessions, the sellers came out in 
force and dropped shares for losses. 
Tt would now appear that individuals 
who wanted at all costa to get out of 
the market have completed their 
selling. The question remains to 
what degree is the general public 
prepared to commit funds on the bet 
that the share market will outper- 
form investments in the cost-of- 
living index-linked bonds — or, for 
that matter, in dollar investments. 

ing around the direction of the 
market, which has been moving 
downwards since the Sadat visit to 
Jerusalem in mid-November, will 
require broader public participation. 


An optimistic note was sounded 
Jast week by Eliahu Cohen, assistant 
to the general manager at the Israel 
Discount Bank. Cohen, whose 
market analysis has proved in the 
past to be quite accurate, anticipates 
a good market this summer. His 
prognostication is based on the 
record amount of index-linked bond 
redemptions falling due in the next 
few months. Furthermore, he an- 
ticipates massive budgetary injec- 
tions of capital. The sums run more 
than IL20 billion and could effective- 
ly have a strong effect on share 
prices. (This, Cohen stresses, is 
barring any major unexpected 
political or economic event.) 


In other sectors of the market the 
commercial banks last week were 
almost 8 per cent better, and 
Mizrahi's advance was almost 10 per 
cent. 

Tefahot, among the mortgage 
banks, was the group's leader as its 
shares rose by 12% per cent. 

Insurance shares showed gains on 
the order of 10 per cent. Shares gain- 
Ing this much included Aryeh, 
Hassneh and Zur. 

As the real estate market warmed 
up, so did reg! estate and land 
development shares. Israel Land 
Development Co. Ltd. showed a gain 
in excess of 20 per cent. Property 
and Building, which will announce 
its financia! results later this week. 
was a 15 per cent gainer. Rassco 
preferred shares did even better, as 
they gained 20 per cent. 

Among the service shares, Israel 
Coid Storage 11,10 shares snapped 
out of 8 prolonged slump and moved 
ahead by 15 per cent. 

Paz ΟἹ Exploration found backers 
and was bid up by 17 per cent. 

Strong performances were also 
visible in the industrial segment of 
trading. Elro 1L2 was 10 per cent 
ahead. Lodzia 11] gained 18 per 
cent, and Argaman was 10 per cent 
ahead. : 

Among investment company 
shares, Elgar spurted ahead by 26 
per cent. A surprisingly strong 
mover was Jordan Exploration and 
its attendant warrants. Both of these 
issues showed up with sizeable gains 
on the order of 30 per cent. Little 
Piryon gained 15 per cent. 

An interesting sidelight of the 
market action is that it was ac- 
complished during a week where in- 
vestors and traders alike were 
spared the necessity of analysing the 
implication of government 
statements. For a change, no one in 
the government came out with any 
statements aimed at “helping the 
mearket."' Perhaps officialdom 
should take note that the market 
appears to function best when left on 
its own.

Consumer prices rock market 


NEW YORK (AP). — The latest U.S. 
government figures on consumer 
prices have once again put inflation 
high on the list of the worries con- 
fronting the stock market. . 

The Labour Department reported 
at the opening of trading last Mon- 
day that the consumer price index 
rose at an 8.4 per cent annual rate in 
January, based on the old method of 
calculating the index. 


Under two new methods of 
measurement, the department 
calculated that consumer prices 
climbed at a 9.6 per cent annual

South Africa’s ° 
No. 1 racquet 
quits team

TEL AVIV. — Because of his opposi- 
tion to apartheid, South Africa’s No. 
1 tennis player, Ray Moore, has 
withdrawn from his country's team, 
which will meet the U.S. later this 
month in the American Zone Davia 
Cup final. 

Moore's unprecedented action last 
week was praised by top American 
racquet Arthur Ashe, Ashe also an- 
nounced that he would not take part 
in the tle, scheduled for Nashville, 
Tennessee, March 17 to 18, Ashe, 
who three years ago became the first 
black player to win the Wimbledon 
men’s singles, said that ‘‘in all con- 
science, I could not play for America 
against South Africa.” 

Moore, who led South Africa to vic- 
tory in the 1974 Davis Cup competi- 
tion, has long been an outspoken 
critic of apartheld. The South 
African Tennis Union (SATU) has 
named Bernie Mitton to replace 
Moore. Union president Blen 
Franklin said South Africa would not 
pull out of the mateh, in spite of 
threats of magsive demonstrations 
by anti-apartheid groups at 
Nashville's Vanderbilt University. 

Among the many sports per- 
sonalities who have, however, urged 
South Africa to withdraw are 1.8. 
Tennis Association president W.E. 
Hasker, and former iongtime tennis 
Springbok and Wimbledon ster Abe 
Segal, wha won the Maccabiah in 
1957. 

But, as reported in Jast Sunday's 
Jerusalem Post, Franklin has said 
that South Africa would very 
probably quit the Davis Cup under 
protest next year. With a8 many as 
12 nations having intimated that they 
would not be able to enter the com- 
petition if South Africa was included 
in the craw for the American Zone, 
the position of his country would 
become untenable, Franklin explain- 
ed. 


Ironically, Franklin’s statement 
coincided with the just-concluded 
visit to South Africa of an Inter- 
national Tennis Federation (ITF) 
mission, sent there to investigate 
whether progress towards mult!- 
racial tennis was in fact sufficient to 
merit the Republic's continued 
acceptance for the Davis Cup and 
Federation Cup. 

One member of the mission, 
Austrian Tennis Association presi- 
dent Theodor Zeh, is due here next 
week for the third-round Davis Cup 
tle at Ramat Hasharon between 
Israel and Austria, starting on 
March 16 or 17. The Jeader of the 
delegation, ITF ident Philippe 
Chatriet, and the Federation's 
general secretary, David Gray — 
who was also a member — have both 
been Invited to attend the match as 
guests of the Israel Lawn Tennis 
Association.

IN THE THREE weeks that have passed since the U.S. declared - 

its intention to sell sophisticated American warplanes to Egypt 
. and Saudia, a number of developments have served to place the 

credibility of the Carter Administration in question. 

Secretary of State Vance's attempt to link these sales with the 
continued supply of F'-15s to Israel in an unbreakable package 
deal constitutes a clear flouting of a written commitment by the 
U.S. to supply Israel with these planes as part of the 1975 separa- 
tion of forces agreement in the Sinai. 

This commitment was made to offset the obvious risk Israel 
was taking in permitting the advance of the Egyptian army up 
to the Sinai passes, This risk has not vanished, nor has it been 
mitigated by the Sadat peace initiative. Until there is a definite 
peace between our two countries — and not just on paper — 
Isrvael military planners will have to take this risk inte account. 
And so will American leaders who persuaded — and pressured 
— Israel] to make the territorial concessions to Egypt on the 
basis of what seemed to be ironclad guarantees to preserve 
Israel's military strength. 

Attempts at the present time to wiggle out from under those 
commitments would place into question the value of any future 
U.S. promises. 

Secondly, the Administration's argument to Congress that the 
sale of F-15s to Saudia will not affect the balance of power 
between the Arabs and Israel is proving to be more specious 
than suspected as more information emerges regarding the 
Saudi air-base at Tabbuk, only 200 kms. from Eilat, where 
Israel is being asked to relinquish its own air base. 

Earlier Administration promises that U.S.-supplied Hawk 
missiles to Saudi Arabia would not threaten Israeli air space 
have proven to be worthiess. The Saudis do not need Tabbuk for 
protection against the major present threat to their oil fields — 
Traq — or against any possible future threat from Iran, which 
they are also said to fear. Tabbuk only makes sense as fitting 
into an Bastern Front threat against Israel, in which the Saudis, 
Jordan and Syria would join. 

‘The direction in which Saudi Arabia has been deploying its | 
burgeoning air power belies the State Department claim that 
Riyadh does not constitute a threat to Israel. Thus, supplying 
lethal fighters and fighter-bombers to Saudi Arabia, even before 
there is any assurance of a successful conclusion to the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace negotiations, justly places a question mark on 
the U.5. Administration's sense of timing and upon its feel for 
the complex interconnectedness of affairs in the Middle East. 

In this context it must also be noted that the Administration's 
decision to push its arms package has triggered serious rethink- 
me οἱ Israel's readiness to make risky concessions to Egypt in 

And finally, there is the news of France's intention to sell 40 
Mirage III's to Egypt. This further erodes President Carter's 
argument that his decision to supply Egypt with F-5 fighter 
planes will not upset the strategic balance in the area, Such a 
French deal would simply not be possible without prior

FROM 1897 until the establishment 
of the State of Israel, the Zioniat 
Congress was a parliament of the 
Jewish people, where the delegates

Since then, this quadrennial 
assembly has degenerated into a cir- 
cus and been drained of its vitality. 
It is a dinosaur that doesn't die. Let 
the 29th Zionist Congress, which has 
just closed, be the last. 

But the 645 delegates at this 
Congress didn't seem to be aware 
that most of their powers had been 
usurped long ago by the Knesset. 
They continued to pass resolutions 
on borders, security needs and 
government expenditure for social 
programmes as if they were full- 
time legislators. They battled over 
jobs for their party favourites with 
the fervour of Tammany Hall 
politicians, When the final curtain 
fell, the forelgn delegates, who com- 
prise 62 per cent of the total, packed 
their bags and flew home.
